SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW 

2. In regard to claims 82, 90, 91, 93, 97, 100, 104 & 109, the prior art does not teach or 
suggest using a cover sheet on which is printed the senders' return address, the destination 
address, the return address for the reply envelope and the destination address for the reply 
envelope in such a fashion that the address are transferred to the associated envelope in the 
correct positions for the outgoing envelope and the reply envelope. Claims 83-86, 92, 95, 
101, 105-108, 110 & 111 are allowable over the prior art for the same reason. 

2.1 In regard to claim 87, the prior art does not teach using a two contrasting color mailer 
in which the address information is printed in a light color area of the mailer. 

2.2 In regard to claims 89 & 90, the use of glue to strengthen the right hand edge of the 
envelope is a patentable distinction over the prior art. Claims 88 & 90 will be amended to 
more particularly point out this distinction. 

2.3 In regard to claim 96, the prior art does not teach or suggest placing the tear strip at the 
lower end of the envelope and which would be open from the opposite side of the envelope that 
would be the leading edge as processed by the mail processing equipment. 

2.4 In regard to claims 102 & 109, the use of an opaque color screen behind the areas to 
contain printed material is a patentable distinction. Claim 103 is allowable for the same 
reason.
